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FARM  INCOME  IN  THE  FIRST  HALF  OF  1956 
Farmers'  realized  net  income  in  the  first  half  of  1956  was  at 
an  annual  rate  of  approximately  11,6  billion  dollars.  This  was  about 
the  same  as  in  the  first  half  of  1955  and  a  half  billion  dollars  higher 
than  the  rate  during  the  second  half  of  1955. 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  the  first  half  of  1956 
were  almost  the  same  as  in  the  first  half  of  1955  as  somewhat 
lower  average  prices  of  farm  products  were  about  offset  by  an 
increase  in  the  volume  of  sales.  Production  expenses  as  well  as 
gross  income  showed  little  change  from  the  first  half  of  1955  to 
the  first  half  of  1956.  Prices  paid  for  the  farm-supplied  items  of 
feed,  seed,  and  feeder  livestock  all  averaged  considerably  lower 
than  in  1955,  But  this  was  largely  offset  by  increases  in  property 
taxes,  wage  rates,  and  interest  payments,  as  well  as  higher  prices 
for  some  manufactured  items.

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Compared  with  the  second  half  of  19S$t  realized  net  Incoiaa  rose 
in  the  first  half  of  1956  becaxuse  seasonally  adjusted  gross  incoaae  was  on 
a  higher  level,  only  partly  offset  by  a  higher  rate  of  production  expenses. 
The  volume  of  farm  marketings  so  far  this  year  has  shown  a  saaller-than- 
seasonal  decline  fjrom  the  second  half  of  last  year,  and  prices  of  farm 
products  have  averaged  slightly  higher.    The  result  was  an  increase  of 
about  800  million  dollars  in  realized  gross  farm  income  on  a  seasonally 
adjusted  annual  rate  basis.    Farm  production  expenses  in  the  first  half  of 
1956  were  at  an  anntial  rate  approximately  300  minion  dollars  higher  than 
in  the  second  half  of  1955*    Prices  paid  by  farmers  for  comiodities  used 
in  production  were  little  changed  on  the  average,  but  interest  payments, 
taxes,  and  wage  rates  were  all  on  a  higher  level. 

Annual  and  quarterly  estimates  of  farm  income  fr<»i  1952  to  date  are 
revised  in  this  issue  (table  1).    Estimates  for  1952-55  are  revised  to  in- 
clude new  information  collected  in  the  1951*  Census  of  Agriculture.  The 
net  effect  of  these  revisions  to  the  Census  was  to  lower  the  estimates  of 
both  gross  farm  income  and  production  expenses,  bvzb  expenses  were  reduced 
more  than  gross  income.    As  a  result,  the  estimates  of  net  income  for  re- 
cent years  are  sc^aewhat  higher  than  before,  although  the  year-to-year 
changes  are  not  very  much  affected.    These  revisions  to  the  Census  are 
discussed  in  more  detail  on  page  16. 

Previously  published  estimates  of  cash  receipts  for  the  early  Bcontbs 
of  1956  have  also  been  revised  to  incorporate  new  inforaiation  on  the  monthly 
pattern  of  farm  marketings,  particularly  with  respect  to  the  final  disposi- 
tion of  1955  crops  held  over  for  sale  in  1956.    (See  page  U*)    The  net 
effect  of  these  revisions  has  been  to  increase  previous  estimates  by  a 
total  of  approximately  300  mil  lion  dollars,  mostly  in  the  first  3  months 
of  the  year.    First  quarter  net  farm  income  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  annual 
rate  basis  has  been  increased  accordingly. 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings 

Cash  receipts  ft>om  farm  marketings  in  the  first  half  of  1956  totaled 
approximately  12.2  billion  dollars,  or  nearly  the  same  '&B  in  the  first 
6  months  of  1955*    Prices  of  farm  products  during  this  period  averaged 
h  percent  lower  than  prices  in  the  corresponding  months  of  last  year, 
but  this  declim  was  about  offset  by  an  increase  in  the  total  volume  of 
farm  products  sold. 

The  estimate  of  total  cash  receipts  for  the  first  6  months  of  1956 
includes  a  preliminary  estimate  for  June,    It  also  includes  some  revisions 
In   tba  estimates  previously  published  for  the  earlier  months  of  the  year* 
These  revisions  are  discussed  below. 

Farmers  received  about  7.7  billion  dollars  Trom  livestock  and  product* 
in  the  first  half  of  1956,  and  some  li*5  billion  from  crops.    The  total  for

The  crop  totals 
however,  was  up  slightly  from  a  year  earlier,  with  Increases  for  corn,  cot- 
ton, vegetables,  aid  fruits.    In  the  livestock  group,  a  10-pcrcent  Increase 
In  dairy  receipts  was  more  than  offset  by  smaller  cash  receipts  f^om  meat 
animals  due  to  lower  prices  for  hogs  and  cattle. 

Total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  June  are  tentatively  esti- 
mated at  2.0  billion  dollars,  up  slightly  from  June  1955  as  average  prices 
of  farm  products  showed  their  first  increase  in  1956  over  the  same  month  in 
1955*    June  crop  receipts  are  estimated  at  0.7  billion  dollars,  and  receipts 
from  livestodc  and  products  at  1.3  billion. 

Cash  receipts  in  Hay  also  came  to  2.0  billion  dollars,  including  l.U  bil- 
lion from  livestock  and  products  and  0,6  billion  fton  crops.    The  total  was 
practically  the  same  as  a  year  earlier. 

Revised  monthly  data 

i 

Previously  puKLlsbad  monthly  estimates  of  cash  receipts  from  farm 
marketings  for  January-March  1956    are  revised  in  this  issue.    The  revised 
estimates  by  commodity  groups  are  given  in  tables  2  and  I4,  and  revised  esti- 
mates for  the  individual  States  appear  in  tables  6-11. 

The  revisions  were  made  so  as  to  incorporate  new  Information  on  the 
monthly  pattern  of  farm  marketings  so  far  this  year.    They  are  based  in 
considerable  part  on  the  Crop  Reporting  Board's  final  report  covering  1955 
crop  production  and  disposition.    Thsy  are  mostly  in  the  crop  component  of 
cash  receipts,  although  some  minor  changes  have  also  been  made  in  the  live- 
stock group. 

The  new  estimates  of  cash  receipts  in  the  first  quarter  of  1956  are 
307  million  dollars  higher  than  the  estimates  previously  published,  includ- 
ing an  increase  of  222  mill  ion  in  the  crop  total  and  85  million  in  livestodc 
and  livestodc  products.    The  upward  revisions  by  iw^nths  are  lUl  million 
dollars  in  January^  133  million  in  February,  and  33  adlllon  in  March. 

Tables  3  and  5,  which  contrast  index  numbers  of  cash  receipts  with 
those  for  the  physical  volume  of  farm  marketings  and  prices  received  by 
farmers,  are  now  on  a  19li7-U9  instead  of  a  1935-39  base  as  100,    The  more 
recent  base  period  will  provide  a  more  satisfactory  basis  for  con^rlsons 
among  the  current  index  numbers.    This  change  was  made  possible  by  the 
construction  of  a  new  set  of  index  numbers  of  farm  marketings  and  horns 
consumption  as  described  on  page  13*  1

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NEW  INDEX  NUMBERS  OF  FARM  MARKETTINGS  AND  H(ME  CONSUMPTION 


Currsnx  nonthLy  index  numbers  of  cash  receipts,  volume  of  farm  market- 
ings, and  prices  received  by  farmers  are  presented  in  this  report  on  a 
19U7-li9  base,  replacing  the  old  1935-39  series  (tables  3  and  5).    The  in- 
dexes of  farm  marketings  appearing  in  these  two  tables  are  part  of  a  new 
index  number  series  shown  annually  from  1910  to  1956  in  table  12  and  by 
months,  beginning  with  19hl,  in  table  13»    In  addition,  table  12  shows 
annual  index  numbers  of  the  volume  of  home  consumption  and  of  the  combijssd 
volume  of  farm  marketings  and  hone  consumption. 

The  new  series  on  volume  of  farm  marketings  replaces  the  old  monthly 
index  (1935-39=100)  heretofore  published  in  The  Farm  Income  Situation,  Price 
weights  for  years  beginning  in  19U0  have  been  shifted,  along  with  the  base 
period,  from  1935-39  to  19ii 7-1*9  averages.  In  addition,  tl»  old  index  in- 
cluded cOBpiodities  representing  only  93«7  percent  of  total  cash  receipts 
as  compared  with  97*2  percent  for  the  new  index.    The  only  commodities 
omitted  from  the  new  index  are  those  for  which  neither  quantity  nor  price 
data  are  available. 

Index  numbers  of  volume  of  home  caisumption  are  presented  here  for 
the  first  time.    They  measure  changes  in  the  quantities  of  food  cons\imed  by 
farm  families  on  farms  where  produced. 

The  index  nuiabers  of  combined  volume  of  farm  marketings  and  home  con- 
sumption replace  the  old  annual  index  series  formerly  published  in  The  Farm 
Income  Situation  on  volume  of  agricultural  production  for  sale  and  home 
coHBui^xtion  (1935-39"100).    As  in  the  volume -of -^narke  tings  index,  price 
weights  since  19liO  have  been  shifted  ft*om  1935-39  to  19U7-ii9  averages.  Thi» 
index  masures  changes  in  the  quantity  counterpart  of  realised  gross  farm 
income.    It  is  on  a  calendar-year  basis,  therefore,  whereas  the  index  it  re- 
places was  on  a  crop-year  basis.    Commodity  coverage  is  now  97*0  percent^ 
compared  with  9h»h  percent  in  the  oM  index.    Parts  of  this  new  index  have 
already  been  published  in  preliminary  form  in  The  National  Food  Situation  and 
in  Consui^ion  of  Food  in  tha  United  States,  1909-52  (Agriculture  Handbook 
62).  ' 

A  f orthc<»ing  report— Agriculture  Handbook  No.  109  entitled  New  Index 
Numbers  of  Fana  Marketings  and  Home  Consuiig)tion — ^will  include  (l)  commodity- 
group  and  food -nonfood  sub  indexes  for  each  of  these  new  quantity  indexes, 
(2)  tables  showing  commodity  detail  in  terms  of  average  quantity,  prioe, 
and  value  for  the  base  period,  and  (3)  detailed  descriptive  text  covering 
methods  of  construction,  comparisons  with  other  volume  indexes  fcr  agricul- 
tural products,  and  Interpretation  of  the  results.    It  is  expected  that  thifl 
report  will  be  released  shortly.    Copies  will  be  sent  on  request  to  readers 
of  The  Farm  Income  Situation  who  are  interested  in  more  detailed  information. 

Table  12  includes  preliiiinary  index  numbers  for  1956  based  on  condi- 
tions as  of  July  1.    The  total  volume  of  farm  marketings  this  year  ofliy 
exceed  last  year's  record  volume,  with  smaller  crop  marketings  likely  to 
be  more  than  offset  by  further  increases  in  the  livestock  category.

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REVISIONS  IN  THE  ANNUAL  ESTIMATES  OF  FAKI  INCOME  AND  EXPENDITURES,  1952-55 

The  following  tables  carry  the  estimates  of  gross  farm  income^  produc- 
tion expenses,  net  fara  income,  and  related  series  back  to  I9IO  on  an  annual 
basis  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole.    State  estimates  will  appear  in  the 
next  issue.    Revisions  are  confined  to  the  years  1952-55  ftnd  are  based 
largely  on  new  information  provided  by  the  195U  Census  of  Agriculture. 

The  data  collected  every  5  years  in  the  Census  of  Agriculture  provide 
important  benchmark  checks  on  the  level  of  various  series  used  in  estimating 
farm  income  and  expenditures.    These  checks  apply  not  only  to  the  volijne  of 
production,  sales,  and  home  consumption  of  farm  products  ~  in  other  words 
to  the  estimates  of  gross  farm  income  —  but  also  to  several  important  it^sas 
of  farm  production  expenses.    The  estimates  of  net  farm  income  are  affected 
by  changes  in  either  or  both  of  these  elements,  and  most  usually  be  revised 
for  the  preceding  5  years  after  each  Census. 

The  1951i  Census  of  Agriculture  was  taken  late  in  that  year,  and  many 
of  its  final  tabulations  have  only  become  available  within  the  past  year. 
This  report  includes  revisions  in  production  expenses  and  revisions  in  gross 
income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products.    Revisions  in  gross  inc<»»e 
from  crops  are  yet  to  be  made. 

Normally,  revisions  based  on  the  Census  of  Agriculture  are  made  for  each 
year  back  to  the  date  of  the  preceding  Census.    However,  the  present  re- 
visions were  carried  back  only  to  1952,  which  is  as  far  back  as  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  is  revising  its  national  income  and  personal  income  series 
in  the  forthcoming  July  iss\ie  of  the  Survey  of  Current  Business. 

Because  of  this  limitation  on  the  revisions  this  year,  estimates  for 
some  earlier  years  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  the  revised  estimates 
for  195 2-55 >  but  the  discrepancies  are  probably  quite  small.    It  is  expected 
that  revisions  back  to  1950,  to  make  the  series  comparable  throughout  the 
period,  will  be  made  in  conjunction  %rith  the  issuance  of  the  next  National 
Income  supplement  to  the  Survey  of  Current  Business.    Any  revisions  that  may 
be  required  in  the  crop  components  of  gross  income  will  also  be  made  at 
that  time. 

The  net  effect  of  the   revisions  already  cos^^leted  has  been  to  lower 
the  estimates  of  both  gross  income  and  expenses  for  all  four  of  the  years 
involved.    I&}wever,  the  reduction  in  expenses  has  been  generally  lai^er 
than  that  in  gross  income.    As  a  riasult,  realized  net  income  was  raised  by 
about  200  million  dollars  in  1952  and  195U  and  by  about  500  million  dollars 
in  1953  and  1955. 

The  Census  year  195U  will  serve  as  a  more  detailed  illustration  of  the 
nature  of  the  revisions  that  have  been  made.    Realized  gross  farm  income  in 
195U  was  revised  downward  by  536  minion  dollars,  reflecting  for  the  most 
part  adjustments  to  Census  levels  in  cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  live- 
stock products  and  in  home  consumption  of  livestock  products.    For  example. 
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cash  receipts  from  hogs  were  reduced  by  195  million  dollars^  and  cash  re- 
ceipts from  eggs  by  l66  million.    Farm  production  expenses  were  revised 
downward  by  lk3  million  dollars,  primarily  as  a  result  of  downward  adjust- 
ments to  Census  levels  in  estimated  expenditures  for  hired  labor  (reduced 
368  million  dollars),  feed  (2h9  million)  and  repairs  and  operation  of  farm 
capital  items  (20U  million).    Since  the  reduction  in  production  expenses 
was  larger  than  that  in  gross  Income,  the  estimate  of  farmers'  realized  net 
inc<»i8  was  increased  by  207  million  dollars. 

Although  the  revised  estimates  for  1950  and  1951  are  not  strictly  com- 
parable with  those  for  later  ys&rs,  revisions  to  the  most  recent  Census 
are  relatively  small  in  years  dose  to  the  preceding  Census,  so  that 
comparisons  between  1950  or  1951  and  later  years  may  still  be  made  within 
a  fairly  small  margin  of  error.
